Daniels and Roosevelt Denounced 


for Methods 


WASHINGTON.— (By

Roosevelt of the navy, aie denounced 
for the nethods used iu investigat- 
ing the -war-time scandal among en- 
listed men at the Newport training 
•tatlim. in the majority report of a 
senate sub-committee, made public 
lodjj. 


The ch&rgea made by clerymen of 


Newport. R. I, and the Providence 
Journal, the report says, "have been 
pro\ed to the 
satisfaction, of the 


committee, and both the clergy and 
the Journal says the 
report 
"de- 


sor%es the thanks of the people at 
large " 
NOT GIVEN" HEARING. 


At the 
same time 
today, Mr. 


Roosevelt issued a statement 
de- 


claring that Senators-Ball of Dela- 
ware, and Keyes of New New Hamp- 
shire, the two Republicans who con- 
stitute the majority of the Investi- 
gating committee, had 
issued their 


findings without giving him a hear- 
ing after promising to do so, which 
Mr. Roosevelt in his statement con- 
tended "shows a premeditated and 
unfair purposes of seeking what they 
mistakenly believe to be a partisan 
political advantage. 


Senator King,, of Utah, the Demo- 


cratic member of the 
investigating 


committee, will file a minority re- 
port later. 


Most of the details of the New- 


port scandal, as it is disclosed in the 
investigation are of an unprintable 
nature. 
The crux of the majority 


report charges is 
that 
-with 
the 


knowledge of Mr. Daniels and Mr 
Roosevelt, enlisted men of the navy 
were impioperly used as participants 
in immoral practices for the purpose 
ot securing 
evidence on ^hich to 


dismiss offenders from the navy. 
MOURT MARTIAL FINDING. 


Mr. Roosevelt, under 
whose of- 


fice the Investigating was conduct- 
ed, is held by the majority 
to be 


"morally responsible" 
for the 'or- 


ders 


Tho findings of a naval court-may- 


tlal which investigated the scandal 
are introduced in the record for the 
first time . It held the action of 
Mr. Roosevelt "unfortunate and ill 
advised." 
Secretary Daniels disap- 


proved the portion of the 
findings 


which condemned the method of in- 
vestigation and 
on that point tha 


committee report today says. 


T "The committee 
agrees 
that 


j Franklin D. Roosevelt's action was 
not only unfortunate and ill advised,' 
but most reprehensible and Mr. Dan- 
iels' disapproval of this opinion of 
the court Is to be severely condemn- 
ed." 


Mr. Roosevelt, in 
Ma statement. 


said that at no time was the work 
of investigating supervised 
by him 


personally and that when In Septem- 
ber 1919 he and the acting chief of 
the bureau of navigation 
-were in- 


formed that members of the investi- 


j gating squad "had used highly 1m- 
' proper and revolting methods in get- 
ting evidence, immediate orders were 
sent out that day to stop it." 


Mr. Roosevelt iu his statement on 


the majority report summed up his 
reply this way: 


"Thruout their 
report I accuse 


them of deliberate falsification of 
evidence, of perversion of facts, of 
mifc-statementu of the record and of 
a deliberate attempt to deceive."
